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Warrant article would change sewer plans

Opposing viewpoints clashed once 
again Monday night when Wilmington 
selectmen were presented a petition 
which would scratch a planned final 
leg of the town's Sewer peciect 

The petition, presented by former 
Selectman Dan Gillis, was to include 
on the warrant for the June 9 special 
town meeting anarticle for the 
elimination of Coat Number 6 of 
the project, that portion of the project 
which extends along Salem Street, to 
Ballardvale Street, 

In all, four articles will be con- 
sidered by the special Town Meeting. 
Chief among them and, according to 
Town Manager Sterling Morris, the 
reason for calling the meeting is a 
reconsideration of Article 16, defeated 
two weeks ago at the annual Town 
Meeting for lack of a two-thirds vote. 
Its purpose was to approve bonding 
for the sewer construction. 

The article would have changed the 
amount of bonding allowed from the 


Liberty Pole 
parade 


A skirmish will take place in Rotary 
Park on Sunday as a part of the 
Wilmington Minutemen's annual 
Liberty Pole ceremony. 

The Minutemen annually raise a 
Liberty Pole, in defiance of the 
British authority of Colonial days. 
Several Minuteman companies and 
militi ome from the area take 
part, as well as a group of “British 
regulars,"’ who order the pole taken 
down. 

‘The afternoon starts at 2 p.m. with a 
parade on Middlesex Avenue, from 
the Common to Rotary Park. After 
the Liberty Pole ceremony and 
skirmish, the units return to the 
Common. 


1975 figure of $7 million to $10,600.00. 
Its defeat, said Morris, “effectively 
Stops the sewer project completely 
with $4 million worth of pipe already 
in the ground.” 

The need for an increased amount 
of bonding is due to a new in- 
terpretation by the state Emergency 
Finance Board which now requires 
bonding authority of the project's 
entire cost with state and federal 
reimbursements to be deducted later. 
It does not reflect an increase in the 
actual cost of the sewer. 

Gillis told the selectmen Monday 
night he was not against completion of 
the Silver Lake portion of the sewer, 
He cautioned the selectmen, however, 
‘to “consider very seriously" the two 
miles of sewer extension which he 
said would serve only 18 homes “to 
accommodate industry.” 

Industry should install water 
retention systems which filter 
sewerage and return water to the 
ground, Gillis said. 


With Gillis was another former 
selectman, Madelyn McKie. McKie 
spoke out against sewer ts at 
the annual Town Meeting by pointing 
out that sewers would have the ad- 
verse effect of emptying much of 
Wilmington’s water into Boston 


larbor. e 

A significant fact the 
Ballardvale Street petri Be is 
that it is not eligible for federal and 
state reimbursements because the 
Sparcely populated area it traverses 
is not considered an area where 
pollution control is needed. 

Selectman Rocco DePasquale 
suggested that higher property 
evaluations on industries served by 
the sewer could defray some of this 
cost. Gillis, however, claimed that 
past experience has ‘proven other- 
wise,

In other action, the selectmen 
‘unanimously granted a special permit 
to the Bicentennial Commission to 
enable them to hold a Fourth of July 
carnival on the grounds of the Swain 
School.

Present at the meeting was Larry 
“Snooky” Cushing, owner of the 
L.M.C. Amusement Company which 
will provide equipment for the July 
fourth carnival and which provided it 
for the carnival held in April.

The first weekend of activities will 
take place on Memorial Day 
weekend. On Saturday, May 24, there 
will be a senior citizens’ day on the 
common. A one-pitch softball tour- 
nament will be held at the town park 
throughout the weekend, and a flea 
market will be held on the common on 
‘Sunday, May 25 and Monday; May 26, 
including at the time of the Memorial 
Day Parade on Monday.

The events presented by the 250th 
Anniversary Committee are all in- 
tended to raise money for the 
celebration, The comffijttee has set a 
goal of $10,000 for the July 4 weekend 
celebration, and a second $10,000 for 
the September 7 parade. The July 4 
money will go primarily for 
fireworks, the September 7 money for 
parade units. The Town of 
Wilmington did not provide the 
committee with any operating money, 
and the committee has chosen to raise 
money through such events rather 
than by solicitation. 

On Monday night, the selectmen 
granted approval of a carnival to be 
held the Swain School during 
the July 4 weekend.

Cancer education 


‘The early detection of breast cancer 
and uterine cancer will be the focus of 
a state mandated program to be held 
at Wilmington High School on 
Thursday and Friday, May 15 and 16. 
In small groups, junior and senior 
girls will be made aware of the 
hazards of breast and uterine cancer 
and early detection methods, as 
recommended by the American 
Cancer Society. 

‘The program will include a film and 
practical demonstration on “Betsy,” 
an anatomical model. Conducting the 
program will be the school nurses, 
along with two health instructors 


Dr. James Flood of Boston Univer- 
sity. The school department hired his 
services as an outside evaluator, and 
his report was then turned in to the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Education. 

Children in the program receive 45 
minutes of help per day. The students 
are taken out of the romans classroom 
for the program. Dr. Sager credits 
teachers with a great deal of 
flexibility in adapting their schedules 
to the program. She said that they 
didn’t want to take a student out of the 
same class, for instance, math, ever 


day. 

In addition to giving the student 
extra help with reading, the program 
stresses an integrated approach with 
the students’ entire education 
program. Reading is not treated as a 
separate subject, but as a tool for 


learning. 

“Nobody reads reading,"’ said Dr. 
‘Sager, pointing out that students must 
read to learn other subjects, such as 
math, social studies, or other sub- 


jects. 

She said that the teachers try to 
have the students think of themselves 
as readers, instead of non-readers. 
‘They are encouraged to read things 
that interest them, not necessarily to 
read an assigned book that might not 
be of interest. They are taught to take 
information off a printed page. 

Dr. Sager said that the Tomting for 
the program is not used to label or 
pigeonhole a student in a category. 
Instead, test results are used to 
ermine ita cleser lock is needed. 
She said that 75 percent of the 
students who were not reading up to

Currently, there are two (2) bills in 
the State Legislature and one (1) bill 
in Congress which would help us solve 
this mess; but they need everyone's 
support to pass favorably. 

‘The “Woburn Odor,” with which we 
are all too familiar is only a symptom 
of a larger and more serious lem 
-a chemical waste dumpsite. During 
the past few years development of the 
site has exposed hazardous chemical 
wastes, such as arsenic, lead and 
chromium, in the area for 
over 150 years. hazardous waste 
has fouled our air with an obnoxious 
odor. Most of the land is, or was at 
one time, wetlands and headwaters of 
the Aberjona River. The Aberjona 
flows into the Mystic River, and if 
these hazardous materials enter the 
river water, every town along both 
rivers could be affected. In addition, 
Woburn has a higher than normal 
incidence of cancer, People who work 
an the ste, as well as people who live 

the surrounding area may have 
beac, and still are being exposed to 
these carcinogenic agents. 

A coalition of citizens groups. such 
as the League of Women Voters of 
Wilmington and other local Leagues, 
cancer chapters, conservation 
commissions, watershed 
associations, and boards of health are 
interested in stopping this develop- 
ment until appropriate testing can 
determine its impace on air, land and 
water, and until more information 
can be gathered about its potential 
threat to public health.

To be a Wilmington Buck has its 
good points. There are thousands of 
people, all over the United States, who 
are descended from William Buck, 

ite. The Wilmington Buck 
family starts with Roger, son of 
William, who settled in what is now 
called the Benjamin Buck home off 
Wildwood Street about 1671. 

Roger, born in England, had lived 
in Cambridge with his father, and had 
the position, if such it may be called, 
of being the public executioner, It is 
on record that, in Cambridge, in 1668, 
he had the task of inflicting 20 lashes 
on an unfortunate individual. 

Roger and his wife Susanna moved 
out to Woburn in 1671, to judge from 
the records. Their son, Ephrain, 
married, on June 1, 1671, Sarah 
Brooks of Woburn, and Roger paid tax 
for a meeting house pew, in Woburn, 
in 1672. 

Ephraim, he was to be the first of 
three of that name, had been yrighes 
Cambridge. He died in 1721, at the 
age of 75. Most of the Buck men n died 
at about that age. It is impossible to 
tell how old Buck ladies were 
when they died, because of the many 
name changes. 

Ten generations of the Buck family 
have lived in what is now Wilmington. 
Nathan, who was constable in 1774, 
and the son of the second Ephraim, 
was the man who did not pay the
